iog passion. Heuoe, we do not frown 
upon the social courtesies of life, wo 
would beg that a reform be instituted 
in thasa partienlars, and that all such 
social gath(uings,be so regulated as to 
provontjtbo po-.uiliiliLy of a Htumbling 
block being put iu a brotlicrV wfvy."

THE OPPOSITION RIDER. 

It Las beon truly said by a groat writer 
that it is olmoBt as diffloult to make a man 
UQlearn liis errors as his knowleJgo. 
Ignotanoa.ia contented to itand still with 
h« book to tho truth; but error is moro 
presnmptuons and proceeds in the ■ same 
aireotion. We have watched and care- 
fully noted the debates in the llouso for 
the pnst threo days, and have uo liesitii- 
tion in saying that the amondmouts offer- 
ed by the Opposition to the address may 
to properly classed as the offs))riug of de- 
liberate and wilful error. That an aincnd- 
Bient such as that moved by Mr. Wulkem 
could havo found a supporter in a House 
composed of men as iutolligent as tlio.so 
now in session at James Buy proves that 
even wise mon somctiuios prefer darkness 
to light. The Govoruor'a ai)oech expressed 
regret at the fact that the iiual sottloment 
of the railway qiiestion was "still iu 
abeyance." !Now, what is there in that 
expression to excite the hostility ol any 
one? An attempt was made in the House 
to show that the word "abeyance" is 
Bynonomous with failure; but any one 
•who has a dictionary at his couinuiiid 
•will discover that tho definition of the 
offending word is "ii statu of temporary 
Buspension." What is "in nbeyance?" 
Kot the contraot to baild a railway. The 
contract still exists — has never been 
weakened; but tho performance of that 
contract is in a stato of "temjjorary sus- 
pension." Had the Speech statud that 
the contract itself is "iu aboyanca" tho 
Ministry, iu our opinion, would hnvo been 
guilty of a grave and unpardonable in- 
discretion and misstatement and would at 
this moment be found cooling their Ueols 
on the opposite side of tho House, lint 
it is oue thing to say tliat a man or a 
Government has not fultillod tho terms of 
a contract, and quite another thing to say 
that the contract made with him or it has 
failed entirely. Is not the fact that Canada 
has uot carried out the CurnarTon Award 
plain to every one who has eyes to see or 
ears to hear? Has the Island road been 
commenced? has oue dollar of tho ox 
ponditure of $2,000,000 per annum been 
laid out on the Mainland? No one 
will contend that tho stipulations of the 
Award have been carried out with the 
single exception of the "vigorous prose- 
cation of the surveys," upon which a sum 
approaching SISO.OOO was expended in 
the Province in 1870. But doe.stho failure 
of Canada to carry out tho terms of Caruiir- 
TOn vitiate the contract made witli Co- 
lombia for railway construction? Wo say 
it does not; that whether the Carnarvon 
Terms are "dead and buried" (as Lord 
Dufferin put it) or have still an exis- 
tence, the railway obligation is none 
the less a "live" question, notwith- 
standing the fulfilment of that ob- 
ligation is "still in abeyance." Mr. Wal 
kern's amendment failed because its first 
proposition was a verbose and diplomatic 
mode of sajing what the Gtovernmsnt had 
■aid in three words — regret that the set- 
tlement of the railway question is "still 
jn abeyance," and l ecauso its adoption 
would have defeated the Ministry wlio, 
according to precedent, cannot survive an 
amendment of the Address. Tho sweep- 
ing majority against the amendment, for 
"Wbiob six of the Island members— nearly 
sll of them largely interested in real es 
tate that would be favorably affected by 
the construction of the Island lino— vot- 
ed, fihows how frivolous tho amendment 
was in the opinion of thoso honorable 
members; and that they believed, iu this 
instance at least, that the "longest way 
around was not the shortest way acros-s." 
The first half of the amendment meant 
no more than the Address had already ex- 
pressed; but tho concluding portion of 
the amendment was absolutely mischiev- 
ous and dangerous in its tone. It wont 
on to say that this Houso regretted that 
His Honor had been advised to say that 
it was with "some degree of satisfaction" 
he obserred that "after the delay of a 
single summer" railway work would bo 
commenced in the Province, because that 
delay was a violation of tho railway com- 
pact. Well, there are somo houoridjlo 
mombera, and some eminent legal men, 
too, in this Province and in Canada, who 
are of opinion that the refusal of Mr. 
■Walkem's Government to give force and 
vitality to tha Carnarvon Terms in 1875 
by altering tho Terms of Union vitiated 
them and that they havo no oxistenco. 
We know that iu the session of 1875 Hon. 
Mr, Humphreys held this view, Sjjoko 
long and ably in sui^port of it, and voted 
for a resolution embodying it, which, had 
it been carried, would have defeated the 
Walkem Ministry; and Senator Penny, 
who voted to throw out tho Island l{ail- 
wayUill in the iSenatu, to excuse his vole 
quoted Mr. Heaven's and Mr. Walkem's 
remark in tho Local Houso that tho terms 
of union witli Canada had not been alter- 
ed at all! But wo do not care to discuss 
this point to-day; it will keep for n future 
occasion. The amendment of Mr. Walkem 
(which in point of fact expressed re- 
gret at the prospect of railway work nc.-^i 
spring) having been defeated, another 
amendment to tho olauae was immediate- 
ly sprung upon the House — an amend- 
ment which, in its scope and tendency, is 
of a most daageroue and insidious char- 
acter — and which, if allowed to pass, is 
calculated to destroy tho hold the J^ro- 
vince still retains on Canada for tlio ful- 
filment of the Railway obligation. No[io 
but men who have wrapped themsolvcs 
in error ns with a mantle, or who are in- 
sane in their desire to grasp the reins of 
Government, could have resorted to fo 
dangerous an expedient as to attempt to 
sweep away, in an amendment to the Ad- 
dress, tho only security Columbia has for 
railway constructiou. Here isthoamond- 
ment, and we advise every man iu or out 
of tho Houpo to weigh well its scope uud 
meaning. We quote from the report of 
Thursday's proceedings: 

"Dr. Aah movod the fullo\r<iig s'Mltlcu to clanao 
■Jt .'W* exttemolj regret Hint tin n)mchcB of l ord 
OitDKrrou couvuylDg tbo upinlon thnt fulllfliiiuntn 
Tocommended b; bU LordiUii) In 1874 liavo buen 
Tendered IMPBAOTIOABLK Iu certain resiicclH, nx 
we consider tlio BsqulmtU and Htuaimo railway 
•hould be liulU nt once.'" 

In this amoiidment wa have tho serious 
admission thiit in tho opinitjn of tho 
House the "SETTI.EMENTS BECO.AI- 
MENDIiD BY" Lord Carvarvon "in 1871 
HAVE BEEN KEN DEHED IMPRA(J H- 
CABLE IN CEKTAIN KESPEOT.S." 
We turn to tho same authority that wo 
consulted to ascertain the definition of 
the word abejanOAi Mid the deOnition we 
«t is this. I 



"IMPBA.OTIOADLK— That cniiiiot bo dono or pir- 
formed; InfeaBitib^: not to bii cnoctod by human 
mean?, or by tlio mcnUM iivoiinscd." 

If that aniondoieut is passed by tbo 
House tho Ivaihvay on tho Island will in- 
deeil bo "dead and buried," and tho pro- 
pliecy of tho h nder of tho Oppuhiliou, 
(twice repeated within two d iyy), that 
the chilli yet unborn will uot livo tj soo 
the commencement of railway work in the 
Province will bo literally fulfilled. In 
that onn word "IMPRACTICABLE" tho 
Op^lll^ i'.io:i jiropob^t! to surrender evorv- 
tbing tu C'aiKi ill. Tiiey reliri; from tho 
light. Thoy lell hurl ■'liirnarvon "your 
dispatch lias killed liailway and 

nothing moro need bo said in its favor!" 
Shokeepeare says that "thing.-< iii boRun 
strengthen themselves iu ill." Too 
Opposition made an uncalled for assault 
on the '.Ministry. Under tho gniso of 
" IHiti-iotisiii" they iitl;u'ked tho least vul- 
nerable elauso in tbo Speech, which, from 
beginning to cud, is a clear, concise, aud 
statoHinanliko exposition of tho govern- 
meet policy. Foiled in their first at- 
tempt they follow it up with another. 
They bring in an amendment whioh, if 
allowiMl to pass, will wieek the Hallway. 
Are the p:;ople of Vietoriu — of the Prov- 
ince — pr(>pared to at:i;e|)l thi.s amendment? 
Can there bo found half a dozen honor- 
able members so regardless of their 
solemn pledges made over and o>-er 
again, in and out of the House ns to say 
tliut Lord Carnirvon's disiiatch has des- 
troyed in their breasts tho 1 ist lingering 
liopi^ of rail w;iy construction ? Wo can- 
not bring ourselves to think i\Q . 

The constructiou the ^Ministry liiwe 
placed ouLord Carnarvon'.^ tlispatch i:i the 
only construction it is Kusceptiblo of Ijear- 
ing. His Lordship suggests compousation 
for the Island line, aud asks tho coun- 
try to wait another summer for tho com- 
mencement of tho work on tho main lino, 
adding that any iinpationco on our 
part will weaken rather than strengtlu n 
our cause. The Jliuistry adopt tht! noble

Tho Opposition, on tho other hand, by 
their iiineudnient.sitato that tho Carnarvon 
award is LMPUACTICAULE—thus vir- 
tually endorsing Lord Dulieriu's view 
that the Island line is "dead aud buriedl" 
We sincerely liopo and really believe tlio 
ameiidnient will not carry. Should it 
puss in the words of tho kMtler of the Op- 
position "Ihe c/iild i/el unborn will iiol lira 
lonj enough lo sec ihc Jlrsl rail laid In Bril- 
ish ('olumblii."

THE DEBATE ON THE REPLY. 



Yesterday the House disposed of clause 
2 of tho Address iu reply to the Governor's 
speech by votiug down tho lidiT brought 
forward by Ur. Ash and adopting tho 
clause in its entirety. The vote stood 9 for 
to 11 a,L;iiitiat the 'rider, and tho original 
clause was then passed by a majority of 5. 
Mr. Gallagher who voted with the gov- 
ernment on Thursday voted with the op- 
po.iition joslerdiiy, whieh sUghtly re- 
duced the goveruineiit majority. Mr. 
Humphreys traversed much of the old 
ground. Captain Evans made a charac- 
teristic speech of such unconsciouable 
length, that hearers had begun to ask 
themselves whetht-r the speech would not, 
like Tennyson's brook, "go on forever," 
when the Captain having exliauslod him- 
self sat down. Mr. Tisher defended hini- 
self ably from certain insinuations that 
had been made in the course of debate, 
ai:d drew forth a very handsomo personal 
compIiinenL from Dr. Ash, which was 
Kraeefiilly aci^( ]?ti;d liy tli'> nicnili.'r for 
l']-iiuim,ilt. Till- leadi'r of th': Opposiiion, 
linally recognizing tin; hopidessncHs of his 
efforts to dislotlgu the goveriuneut, made 
a few remai'ks iu explanation of bia course 
and declined fui-ther contention. After n 
few remarks from the Premier, in which 
ho informed tho Huusc that his itlinistry 
were unanimous in siijiport of the (,"arnar- 
vou Terms, the question was put with tho 
gratifying result as given abovo. It is 
proper that we should stato that Mr. Pim- 
bury gave notice during tbo afternoon of 
an intention to move on Monday next a 
resolution embodying tho scntiinents of 
Dr. Ash's rider. Mr, Walkem said that 
if tho rider was lost the iiiaite-r could not 
come up a;,'aiii dui uif; the i)r(!sent frossion, 
wdieroupon tliu I'reiniur sii^'go.sti!il the 
withdrawal of tliu rider; [ileilgin^f hiin.self 
and his govin-ninent to votu for tho princi- 
ple of Mr. I'imbury's resolution. The 
oiipoiiition, notwithstandiug the p/ledge, 
decliniid to withdraw tho riiler, aud if tli(» 
resolution is ruled out its failure cannot 
be charged to the govm nnieut. 



Fattening and Killing Fowl. 

Although tlio niannor of fattening 
poultry may Hccm cany, yet there is, 
novortholess, n right and wrong way, 
a loner and short mode, of aooomplish- 
ing the object desired. Never let 
poultry forago or shift for them tbetn- 
KolveH for at least ten days before kill- 
inn;, for they are apt to range iu the 
barnyards and pick up food, which 
]3eriuoatQ8 all through tho bird, its flesh 
frequently becoming so tainted that it 
is unlit to be eaten. The best meth- ' 
od tor steady and regular profit or for 
Lloiiiostic use is to keep thorn cou- 
slaiitly in high feed from the beginning 
with jileiity of clean, cool water; then 
they aro ahvay.s ready for tho table, 
with very littlo extra attention j their 
flesh will bo jucier and richer in flav- 
our than those fattened from a low 
and oiuaciatcd state, always com- 
mandiug quick salo at the highest price 
iu the market, a healthful, nourishing, 
and restorative food. 

Some cram their poultry before kill- 
ing, to mako it appear heavy; this is a 
nio.st injudicious plan, as it shows at a 
gUuico ilio dishonest intention of tho 
.shipper to benefit aud swindle others 
in his poor effort to obtain the price 
of poultry for corn; the undigested 
food enlers into fermentation and pu- 
trefaction takes place, injuring their 
sale a great deal inoio than is gained in 
weight, h'owl .should always be allowed 
to remain in their coops for at least 
twenty-four hours previous to being 
killed, without food; then they will 
keep longer and present a better np- 
paaranco. The best food for fattening 
fowl, old or young, is barley meal, or 
nii.xed with equal quantities of corn 
meal and fed warm (a small quantity 
of iron iu their drinking water is re- 
commondttl) which will make flesh 
faster and more solid, giving it a fine 
gohlon col our nfter being dressed good 
food is positive economy. 

Tho best iiiodo for killing poultry, as 
it caiidcs instant death witliout pain 
or disfigurement, is to suspend the 
birds by tying their legs firmly to a 
pole or heavy wire across the killing 
room, a convenient distance from tho 
lloor, and opening the fowl's beak, and 
witii a sliarp poiuted and narrow blad- 
cd knife make an incision at the back 
of tho roof, which will divide the ver- 
tobne and cause immediate death. 
Dry iiluck the feathers and pin-feath- 
ers all oil', noat and clean, while warm, 
without iueaking tlioskin, then plunge 
it into a kettle of very hot -water, hold- 
ing it tlioro long enough for the bird 
to "plump," then hang it up, turkeys 
and (diiekens by the legs, and ducks 
and geese by the heads. Do not 
move tho entrails, head, or feet. This 
mode gives tho jjonUry a nice buttery 
golden colour, that attracts tho eye of 
tbo epicure. —" Poultry Journal,'

Mr. Gordon on Monday next would 
move that an luuublu ad.Jross bo pro.seut- 
ed to His Honor tho Lioutonant-Governor, 
praying that ho will urge upon t!io Do- 
minion Govorumout tho necessity of ap- 
pointing an luspootor of Weighs and Mea 
sores for this Provinoe at an early date.

"Todd" saiil it was 
nnoourtooua to aiov..! au auKMulnu-nt to 
the Address unless tiuro wa^ a political 
object. Mr. ypouko.', wo know the "pol 
itioal object" of th-ise guutlemen. (Hear. ) 
The Oppoiitioii h id fouud that tho Gov- 
ornmont h-.ul tlio coMlid /uce of tho tlouso, 
and they ought to .; .t liontent with tlieir 
defeat. Ho was havi; as au imlopendout 
member and bo would tiay that tho Oppo- 
sition were acting imiiroperly (cheois.)

wbioh there is likely t > bo any matoriul 
difference of opinion amongst members 
of the Icgislntnro. It has now bo'jonio a 
well-oatablishcd rnK' to rug. nil tho .^puuidi 
from tho Throne and Iho Adilie-i.s in rn- 

Ely thoroto as rejiprooul acta of ooui ti'sy 
etween tho Oiowa .md the liouiio of Pai- 
liament, and the .'\ddresj itself as the 
unanimous and rospectf al expression of 
the deference with which the House 
should receive the iiist coiumnnieation of 
tho bosaion from the Soveridgu, and at 
pledging tho lions . to nothing, save the 
serious consiJeratioa of tho nutters r-i 
ferred to theroiu; both tho speech and the 
address should bo so framed, if pussiblo, 
that no diiferanou of opinion could ordi- 
narily arise ou either, and no necea.iity bo 
imposed upon tho OjipositioJi to move an 
amendment to tlnMiiUli ess. Thus au in- 
stance in ISft'i, of the cautions wording of 
a paragraph of the address, so aa to avoid 
any ctpro-ssioii o[ ofiinion ou a certain 
political qiie-tinn.

Ho was "ap- 
proached" laat bossiou before ho was in 
tho town 2 hours to aaaiat iu upsottiug 
tho Walkom Government. Ho had be- 
come disgusted with politics and politi- 
cians sinoe he became a member of tho 
House, (laughter from all sides). Last 
session ho was "approached" — not by a, 
mombor of tbia House— by a private gon- 
tloman, who told him that every man had 
his price and a?>ked if ho would not sup- 
port the pieaeiit government, (laughter) . 
People ought to raise their voices against 
this sort of thine;. 

Dr. Tolmii) — Will you naino the person. 

Mr. Evens — No, air; not now. 

Dr. Tolmio — You ought to (cheorH). 

Mr. Walkem — You must be "cartious," 
(laughter) . 

Mr. Mvaus continued that ho was but- 
tonhoioLl all over tho tjwn ou all tideii. 
Certainly tho Jiinisti-y would say they 
know rnjthitig about it; but it bad boeu 
done and in their interest. Mr. Evans 
hero repeated the charge ho had mado 
agaiuit Dr. Tolmie. 

Dr. Toliiiie — I did say so — that if Mr. 
Walkeir. joiuod this Ministry I would lose 
conlideoeij in it. As to the joke about tho 
"box," ho would say that if Mr. Walkem 
meant to iiuijly that bocauso ho bad taken 
sidos againit certain parties on thu other 
side and in favor of an opprestjod race, 
ho bad left the adjoining country surrop- 
titiously, ho stitod what was not true. -Xt 
the same time he did not care a snap of the 
finger for the statement. 

Mr. Walkem — I meant it as a joke— did 
not bolievo it, and hero retract what I 
• aid, (cheers) . 

Di-. Tolmie— To sbowhow little truth 
there was in it, 1 was invited with (iov- 
ornor Trutob and Sir Jamoa Douglas to 
the centeunial banquet at Portland a year 
ago as an honored guest. I have nevor 
had to leave this or any other country 
surreptitiously; but could go and come 
when I pleased, (cboors) as to my op- 
position to Mr. Walkem, I lo.^t coulidonce 
in him for his traatment of Edgar, and for 
ruining the country. 

Mr. Evans could say that a geotleman 
now high in position hatl asked liim to 
name his price last scseion. The mem 
bora who were supporting the govern- 
ment did not daro go boforo their con- 
Rtituonta to-day ou this quo.stioii. He 
challenged Mr. Gordiui t > go before hid 
constituents ou this question. 

Mr. Gordon said thutif hisconstituenta 
wanted him io go contrary to his consci- 
ence, they must got somo other person to 
represent them. 

Mr. Milby, in rasponso to a remark of 
Mr. Evans, said lh!\t Ko.>teuey was very 
much rtllocted by tlio Carnarvon Terms. 

Mr. Evans said that ho took tho pro- 
ceedings of a public meeting at Kootonay 
to 8U0W that the members for that District 
were instructed to vote for the Canadiau 
Terms. 

Mr. Milby suggested that the hon. gen- 
tleman should allow tho moiubers for 
Kootonay to bo the judges of tho feeling 
of their own constituouts. 

Mr. Evans continued to charge th.it tho 
Ministers, if they did not allow tho am- 
eudmout to go in the address, wcro 
traitors to the best interests of the coun- 
try, lie called tho Obief Commissioner 
a i)olitical cameleon. 

Mr. Walkem Haid he was satisfied noth- 
ing could be effected by prolonging this 
debate. 

INIr. Evans said he wanted to say wli at 

bo had to say and ho intended to say it. 

Mr. I'ihlior said he would say a few- 
words for the pur|)().so of jiointiug out tho 
errors of tho Walkem CiovL-rninont in 
dealing with tho Carnarvon Terms, and 
ahowoil to tho satisfiictiou of tho liouso 
that to their bhindering was attributable 
tho ])reje:it st.ito of aH'airs. He called 011 
tho Ooi)osition to withdraw the amend 
inent, iind coinpliiii'ed that Dr. .\Hh had 
called hon. nioinbers ou this side ot' the 
JIouso alavoa and traitors who ejpi'cted a 
reward for their perfidy. He (Di. A"!i) 
had also insinuated that he (Mr. i'isluM'j 
exjiected a personal advantage. Ho uo .v 
asked tho hon. mombor for Comox if he 
had ever ai)pri)achod him or auj'ouo else 
10 his knowludgo asking for a bribe or 
omi'lumeiit. 

Dr. Ash Haid ho Ijoliovod tho hon. gon- 
tlemau incapable of any such net, and b.o 
did not boliovo it to bo possible fir him 
to bo approached by anyone (eheer.-^). 

Jlr. Fishor complained of tho illiroat- 
moiit Ivnuimalt had sustained at the 
haiuls of Mi^ssrH. Heaven and Aimstrong, 
two of tho hiti3 Ministry, and attributed the 
justice it had liually received to the hon. 
mombor for Oomox". Mr. Fisher proceed- 
ed to ridicule tho threats of popular pres- 
sure mado by ^Ir. Tluniphreys and saiil 
that tho uineiidment if piis.sud would dam- 
ago the country. ITo coutoiuled that tlio 
speeches of the (Opposition were not Ku di 
as should bo delivered on the floor of the 
House (eheoisj.

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that he liad 
agreed with tho leader of the Government 
to now close the debate with a short state- 
ment, [t had never been the intention of 

tho Opposition to speak againat time and 
he heggetl to state that lu; had a high 
opinion of tho hon. Houior iiienibin- for 
Esqnimalt, and no jocular remarks of his 
should bo taken as meant (hear). lie re- 
gretted the Government had not brought 
down a decided policy on the railway, und 
proceeded to show that the Premier bad 
committed a breach of Parliamentary 
usage iu allowing the bou. junior member 
for Cowichan to give notice of a resolu- 
tion on tho most important matter likely 
to oonio boforu tho House.
